OVERCOME BY THE SMOKE

Part of the :New York "Leader depart- 


ment store stock, located in the double 
two story budding of E .Hinrichs on 
Main street, was destroyed by fire about 
12 -o'clock Saturday night, involving a. 
loss of between $111,000 and $15,000. 


The fire broke out in the grocery, cloak 


and carpet departments on the second 
floor and when discovered and an alarm 
given, it had gained great headway. 


The entire fire department answered 


to tlie alarm and Fire Marshall Cape 
found it a bad fire to get at. 
The whole 


building 
was 
completely 
filled 
with 


einoke and all of the doors locked. Mr. 
Pklute. proprietor of the store, was sent 
for and after some delay arrived and 
opened the 
front 
door. The 
firemen 


found it impossible to get from the low- 
er to the upper floor by the stairway, 
so dense was the smoke and intense the 
heat. 
Mr. Sklute attempted to go up 


stairs and turn the switch of .the electric 
light, but was overcome, with smoke and 
fell to the floor.Thi: firemen hauled him 
out and he soon revived. 


Gus Nelson of No. 3 company, .was also 


overcome with smoke nnd was carried 
out. 
His har.d wxs also cut. Other fire- 


men suffered from the smoKe. 


Windows were finally knocked in in 


the front and buck of the upper tloor, 
causing a ventilation ond enabled the 
firemen to get at the lire. Streams of 
water were poured, on the blaze and at 
2 o'clock in the morning the fire was out. 
The entire stock of groceries, cloaks and 
carpets on the second floor .ir.« a, total 
loss, while the dry goods, millinery and 
nil other goods on the lower floor arc 
•more or less damaged by 
water 
and 


smoke.

He said that he 
entered the stable, was taken with a 
fainting spell and fell down beside the 
hone. The beast became frightened and 


nmenccd dancing around and stepped 


upon his head. It was not believed that 
Myers was badly injured at first, but

The fire broke out in the grocery, cloak 


and carpet departments on the second 
floor and when discovered and an alarm 
given, it had gained great headway.

The whole 


building 
was 
completely 
filled 
with 


smoke and all of the doors locked. Mr.

er to the upper floor by tile stairway, 
so dense was the smoke and intense the 
heat. Mr. Sklute attempted to go up 
stairs and turn the switch of -the electric, 
light, but was overcome with smoke and 
fell to the floor.The firemen hauled him 
out and he ;soon revived. 


Gus Nelson of No. 3 company, was also 


overcome with smoke and was carried 
out. His hand was also cut. 
Other fire- 


men suffered from the sniolce. 


Windows were finally knocked in in 


the front and back of the upper floor, 
causing a ventilation and enabled the 
firemen to -get at the fire. Streams of 
water were poured on the blaze and at 
2 o'clock in the morning the Tire was out. 
The entire stock of groceries, cloaks and 
carpets on the second floor ar.c a total 
loss, while the dry goods, millinery and 
nil other goods on the lower floor are 
'more or less damaged by 
water 
and 


smoke. 


When Mr. Sklute was seen yesterday

Gambling on Horse Racing: Among Warfe- 


ingmen in Englaacl Has Reached 


Alar'miMg Proportions. 2 


LONDON, Jan. 3.—The rapid increase 


in betting on horse racing in the United 
Kingdom, especially among workingmen. 
and the evils resulting therefrom, are 
fully acknowledged in the report of the 
select committee of the house of lords, 
issued today; but, the remedies recom- 
mended are not far reaching. The com- 
mittee finds that betting is greatly facil- 
itated by the universal practice of the 
newspapers in publishing starting prices 
but the committee is not prepared to 
recommend its prohibition, as it would 
tend to encourage dishonesty on the part 
of the book makers.

There is danger to the Republican par- 


tv in thus disturbing the channels of 
several generations by which the gov- 
ernment distributes its funds, and it 
looks as if the hundred and twenty-five 
millions or so of government money now 
deposited in different banks was suffi- 
cient. The bulk of these 
government 


funds go to immense financial institu- 
tions in the east anyhow, and the west- 
ern banks with a great deal of self-re- 
liance and inde^t-iidence rely upon them- 
selves to a far greater extent.

•those traveling over them. Wisconsin's 
need today, the grsa!e-t of all, i« not 
political reform, but a reform that comes 
home close to every citizen. 
Hut this 


sort of reform naturally our 
politic-inns 


seeking fame and powi-r wholly neglect, 
not only to make a point of. but 
to 


speak of at all. A whole state may be 
convulsed over politically nothing, but a 
matter that far more concerns a people, 
lies neglected by everybody, even thoe 
most, vitally concerned. 


Massachusetts is one of the eastern 


states that is making tine progress in its 
betterment of its road system. At an ex- 
pense of .*4.4QO.OOO ihe state has built 
480 miles of state roads at an expense of 
$3.200 per mile with a cost of mainten- 
ance of S100 a mile annually, of which 
cost the state pays one-half or .->30 a 
year. 


These roads built by the state are of 


course macadamized roads built of brok- 
en stone and where nature of the ground 
permitted and other eon:>iderations were 
considered, gravel used. Then'1 he differ- 
ent -town governments have also inicre.'il- 
ed themselves, and during the past years 
have built 500 miles of excellent roads, 
just as good as those built by the state 
in every respect. Of course it is under- 
stood that the encouragement, given by 
the state itself was the cause of the 
town governments continuing the work. 


Snch has been the unquestioned bene- 


fits tha-t now every vestige' of opposition 
from tax payers to the continuing build- 
ing of good roads has censed, and in all 
the counties with every coming year will 
see the good work extended. An account 
of the system 031 •which the sta,te roads 
is worked, is given in the, good roads 
department of the ?Cew York Tribune. 
Substantially it is as follows: 
<;Thc location and construction of the 


state roads is in the hands of the Stale 
Highway 
Commission, one of whose 


members is an engineer. Hearings ars 
given on petitions, at which the roads 
to be built each year are selected. Tins 
selection is made in 
the 
spring 
and 


money is allotted to each county accord- 
ing to the judgment of the commission. 
Extensions of existing improvements are 
usually made so as to make the roads 
as nearly continuous as possible. 


"Next follow the surveys. There are 


five division engineers to look after road 
construction and maintenance and to ad- 
vise the road supervisors. 
The surveys 


consist of levels and cross sections. The 
grades are laid out on profiles by the en- 
gineer on the ground so a.s to fit present 
good sections of roarl as nearly as pos- 
sible and to require the 
minimum of 


work.

IXTESTED SCHOOL FUXDS. * 


Whether or not the policy of some 


slates, especially in the west, in accum- 
ulating large school funds far in excess 
of annual needs, that such may become 
invested funds, is the correct one or not,, 
remains to be seen. But the experience 
iu some states as the results of these 
invested funds at least should be a lamp 
of experience. Our present system of 
^poils politics is responsible for many of 
ihe errors committed, and responsible 
for the misdirection of the large funds 


r>iled up. the miscarrying of the policy 
of maintaining the school funds entirely 
-opavate from all olhcr'iumls and of in- 
vesting the interest in such manner, it, 
witU the principle, will be effectively 
guarded. 


Nebraska is the next state to adopt 


au accumulative policy and has already 
bcpn investing, not in western securities, 
but in (.ecurilics of the Xew England 
states. Within five years this state will. 
possess a fund of .$12,000,000 which will 
have 
been all or have been invested 


with 
the passing mouths. The first 


bond purchase has been made as will all 
others, in compliance with the law which 
requires the school funds to be invested 
only in bonds of the United States or 
in state securities. Missouri had some 
similar law as to investments, but the 
state politicians in control simply bor- 
rowed the trust funds and substituted 
therefor state obligations, and in place 
of what should have been interest from 
invested funds, replaced such by direct 
taxes.

Diptheria Cure.—Should nny of your 


family lie attacked with Jiptheria, do not 
be alarmed, as it is easily cured by ob- 
serving the following course of treat- 
ment: 


When it was raging in England a few 


years ago I accompanied Dr. Field on his 
"rounds'" to witness the so-called "won- 
derful cures" he performed. All he took 
•with him was powder of .sulphur and a 
quill, and with these cured every patient 
without exception. He put a teaspoonful 
of flour of brimstone in a wine glass full 
of water, and stirred it with his finger in- 
stead of a spoon, as the. sulphur does not 
readily amalgamate with water. When 
the sulphur was well mixed he gave it as 
a gargle, and in ten minutes the patient j 
was out'of (lunger. 


Brimstone kills every species of fungus 


in man. beast and plant in a few minutes. 
Instead of spitting out the gargle, he 
recommends the swallowing of it. In ex- 
treme cases, when the fungus wus 
too 


nearly closing to allow the gargling, he 
blew the sulphur through a quill into 
the throat, and after -the fungus 
lincl 


shrunk to allow of it. then the gargling. 
If a patient cannot gurgle, take a, live 
coal, put it on a shovel, and sprinkle a 
couple of spoonfuls at a time on it: let 
the sufl'erer inhale it, holding the face 
over it, and the fungus will die. If plen- 
tifully used, the whole room 
may 
be 


filled almost to suffocation. 
The patient 


can walk about in it. inhaling the fumes, 
with doors and windows shut. The mode 
of fumigating a room with sulphur 
has 


often cured the most violent attaeks of 
cold in the head, chest, ete.. at one time, 
and is recommended in cases of consump- 
tion and asthma.

The Daily Rath—A daily batli in cold 


or tepid water is an indispensable aid 
in keeping the skin uf the body in goild 
condition. The complexion also very of- 
ten suffers from insufficient washing in 
pure water. It is impossible for those 
of us who live in large towns to keep 
the complexion quite blooming and heal- 
thy as the inhabitants of country dis- 
tricts, but more care might he frequent- 
ly taken to wash off the smuts that help 
to clog the pores of the skin or the fine 
dust that covers the epidermis 
like a 


mass after a long day out—or, in any 
case, before going to bed. Use liot rain- 
water if it be possible -to procure it, with 
t'.vo or three spoonfuls of oatniCiil thrown 
in to soften the water. Xext proceed to 
thoroughly massage the face with some 
good soap and a firm sponge: -then rinse 
the skin in another basin of cold water, 
into which has been poured a few drops 
of eau-de-cologne or alcohol, finally rub- 
bing into the face and neck a little lano- 
lin or cold cream. 


Corn Meal and Cookery—While 
eorn 


meal is. not to be recommended in large 
quantities as a summer food, it is so 
nourishing and so easily digested when 
subjected -to long cooking that it can be 
occasionally used to advantage. 


While no fixed rule of proportion can 


be given for the, water and meal, as the 
thickening qualities of the latter vary 
with its age and variety, it may be as- 
gmned that one cupful of meal to four 
of water will be the average. The newer 
the meal the less is required. 


The Italians use the meal largely in 


their polenta, which is like our hasty 
pudding. 
When hot it is poured into a 


mold to give it, shape, then sliced and 
fried and eaten 
with a • rich tomato 


sauce, a meat ragout or a thick, brown 
onion sauce. 
Sometimes slices are laid 


in a large baking pan, thickly sprinkled 
with grated cheese and bits of butter, 
and browned in.tlie oven. 


A very hearty dish is made by cut- 


ting the cold mush in small, thick slices 
and arranging them in layers in a bak- 
ing diili, well greased, with a thin slice 
of bacon and a tablespoonful of grated 
cheese between each layer. Pour over it 
a pint of cooked, strained tomato and 
bake twenty-five minutes. Serve hot.

Salt Rising Bread—Scald one tea cup 


of fresh sweet milk at night; add enough 
meal to make a thick batter, pat into a 
jar and cover closely and pitt in a warm 
place. 
In -the morning pour the soured 


batter into a pitcher and. add two tea- 
cups of water as hot as the hand can 
comfortably be held in, and flour enough 
to make a thick batter. Put pitcher in 
a vessel containing warm water and let 
the batter rise. When it has risen enough 
the top will be covered with tiny bub- 
bles. Then pour into the bread tray, 
add a teacup of water, one teaspoonful 
of salt, a small lianftml of lard, and flour 
to make a stiff 
dough. Knead 
fifteen 


minutes, mold into loaves and put into 
the baking pan, which has 
been 
well 


greased. 
Set in a warm place to rise. 


Let rise about one hour, or it may per- 
haps require a little longer.
